The revived
Sindicato Obreros Unides del Puerto would he of 2 clerdestine character, and
Communist port workers would continue on the surface as loyal to the CGT.
Since the sntrance of members of the foxmer Sindicate Obreros Unidos del
Puerto into the CGT, they have not been allewed to hold any positions of
authority in the latter wmion,

2., At present the CGY is anid %o control 70 per cemit of the port activities Sn
Buenos Alres, while its rival organization, the Socleded de Reslstencia de
Obreros del Puerto, of anarchist tendencles, controls the other 30 per cent.
The Socledad de Resistencis do Jbreros del Puerto is affiliated with the
Federacion Dbrera Regionsl Arpentina (FORA}. Before its disbending, the
Sindicato Obreros Unidos del Puerto controlled 5 per cent of the workers of
the port, and 1t wes fough® bitterly by the FORA,

3. The Cammnist Party has great influence in the Federacion de Obreros de
senatruscionss Naveles, o lshor organizetion of mechanies, carpenters, paintars,
and so forth, who work at the repsiring of ships in the port of Buencs Alres.
This orgenization grev enormously durlng the war, and the Communisis ars
now striving to gain control of it. The FORA hee likewise atiempted to pain
